AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.O.T.C. 

i The Departtnient of' National Defence has published the 
following:— 

1. COURSE— 

A course of instruction in aeronautics to enable members 
of the C.O.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the .Air Force, 
will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will coiuist of'three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately May I 5th to 
September 1st) in three consecutive years. 
3 

To be eligible for selection a candidate must:— 
(a) . Be a member of the C.O.T.C, and have per- 
formed the requisite qualifying service and passed 
the practical examination for Certificate "A" CO. 
T.C 

Be following a course of study as an under- 
graduate leading to a degree in Applied Science.. 
Be physically fit for Air Force Service as a pilot. 
Be unmarried. 

Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the course. 

Be recommended by the Military Committee of tht 
University as likely to become an efficient Air 
Force Officer. 

Give an understanding to complete the whole 
course. 

Before attending the second term; the candidate will 
be required to be in possession of Certificate "A " C.O.T.C, 

4. STATUS— 

During the period that candidate is in attcndaitce at the 
Royal C^madianTfi^iri^brcc Training Station, he will be granted 
a temporary commission as provisional pilot officer, and will 
receive pay and allowances in accordance with Pay and Allow- 
ance Regulations for the Royal Canadian Air Force. The 
proposed rates are as follows: — 

Pay During the first term $3>00 per day 

During the second term $3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances — iWhile travelling to and from the Royal 
Canadian''''Air Force Training Station, candidates shall receive 
A travelling allowance of $5.00 per day. 

5. MESSING— 

Candidates will be required to live in the officer's mess 
while at the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station. The 
mess will draw a free ration on behalf of each candidate, but 
in addition, the candidate will be required to pay a mess bill 
to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 75 
cents per diem . 

6. QUARTERS, UNIFORM & MEDICAL ATTENTION— 

While under training, candidates will be provided with 
uniform, camp equipment and quarters. 'Medical and hos- 
pital services will be provided as necessary without charge. 

7. QUALIFICATIONS— 
On completion of the course, candidates will be eligible
